Farmers can save 27 cents a hun- 
dredweight in producing milk or 7 
eents a pound on butterfat by sub- 
stituting wheat for an equal amount 
of ‘corn in the dairy cow’s ration, is 
the opinion of the professor of dairy 
husbandry at Michigan State College.
